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A PERNICIOUS BILL. 

A most pernicious and unwarranted 
bill ‘relative to the manufacture, sale, 
adulteration or deterioration of drugs’”’ 
has been introduced in the Legislature 
of this State by Assemblyman _ Bost- 
wick. The more objectionable, imprac- 
tical and oppressive provisions of the 
bill are that all manufacturers or im- 
porters of drugs must affix to all pack- 
ages containing same a certificate in 
writing indicating the purity, strength 
and genuineness of such drugs and 
their ingredients, and in cases where 
they are liable to deterioration through 
lapse of time the certificate must state 
the date after which they deteriorate 
and after which they must not be sold. 
In all cases the certificates must state 
the date of manufacture or importa- 
tion, also the date of the sale. Any 
druggist, dealer or other person who 
shall have in his possession or offer 
for sale or sell any adulterated drug, 


as defined in the health law, or any 
drug not certified to as mentioned, will 


be held guilty of a misdemeanor; and 
it will also be a misdemeanor for any 
one to have in his possession after the 
specified time limit drugs subject to 
deterioration, or to sell the same after 
the time limit. The penalty provided 
for non-compliance or evasion of the 
provisions of the bill are a heavy fine 
or imprisonment, or both. The text of 
the bill is printed in full on another 
page of this issue of the Reporter in 
the proceedings of a meeting of the 
Drug Trade Section of the New York 
Board of Trade and Transportation 
called for the purpose of considering 
the measure and of making an earnest 
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and emphatic protest against its pas- 
sage. 

The bill, we understand, was pre- 
sented at the instigation of the Medico- 
Legal Society of New York, but so 
far nc sound arguments have been pre- 
sented why such a measure should be 
presented for legislative action. The 
present laws are ample to protect the 
buyers against impure, adulterated or 
inert drugs. The requirement that to 
all packages shall be affixed a certifi- 
“indicating the purity, strength 
and genuineness of such drugs and 
their ingredients’’ would, in the case 
of imported drugs, necessitate expen- 
sive analyses, and in the case of all 
classes of drugs an amount of labor 
that would serve no good purpose and 
merely enhance the cost of the goods. 

There has been a growing tendency 
to introduce bills having for their ap- 
parent object the correction of trade 
abuses where they do not really exist, 
and this is a bill of that character. 
The regulation of trade matters has 
been a favorite effort on the part of 
some legislators and this effort by the 
Medico Legal Society savors of a bid 
for approval on the score of a desire 
to protect the people at large, and 
especially the afflicted. No proof has 
been, or can offered that impure 
or adulterated drugs are being sold to 
an extent to warrant special legislative 
action and so far as inert drugs are 
concerned the inference appears ridicu- 
lous, no buyer being so ignorant of the 
goods pertaining to his business that 
he could be But the facts 
are that drugs having become inert 
by reason of protracted storage are 
either destroyed or disposed of for 
other purposes. Trade usage alone 
may be relied upon to protect the 
buyer should he prove to incom- 
petent to judge the quality of the 
goods he purchases.

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LEAD ADVANCING. 


There has been quite a display of 
pyrotechnics in the lead market during 
the past week as a result of the grow- 
ing shortage of metallic lead here and 
abroad. The foreign market has been 
advancing steadily, and, as indicated 
in our issue of Feb. 3, the conditions 
which have reseulted in this advance 
have forced the American smelters to 
adopt a similar course with reference 
to their product. AS a consequence 
there was an advance of $5 per ton 
in pig lead on Tuesday, which was fol- 


lowed by another of $6 on Friday. 
Both of these advances came some- 
what in the nature of a surprise, al- 
though the principal smelting com- 
pany had been refusing to guarantee 
deliveries for some time previously. 
The very heavy demand for metal 


from the electrical companies for use 
their conduit cables is said to be 
responsible for existing condi- 
The consumption in this chan- 
nel is estimated at about 100,000 tons 
per year.

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THE ADVANCE IN LARD. 


The past few months have witnessed 
some remarkable fluctuations in the 
price of lard, some of which, no doubt, 
may fairly be attributable to specula- 
tive manipulations, but the general up- 
ward trend of market values is due to 
natural conditions which were given 
in detail in these columns last month. 
Since then, although it was expected 
that the high prices would cause farm- 
ers to increase their shipments of hogs, 
the supply has not increased to an ex- 
tent to cause .a permanent decline in 
price of the products. The receipts of 
hogs at times have shown an increase, 
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and these occasions have been taken 
advantage of to depress prices, but the 
fact has become patent that there is a 
shortage as compared with previous 
years, the increase in consumptive re- 
quirements considered, and high prices 
may expected to rule for some 
months. The more recent advance has 
been rapid and steady, unlike the sev- 
upward movements during last 
month, which were temporary and 
closely followed by recessions. The ad- 
vance is due mainly to the small 
stocks, although it is claimed the con- 
sumptive requirements have in- 
creased of late. The price of cash lard 
at Chicago reached ten cents per pound 
on the 6th instant, and while fluctua- 
tions are naturally expected to follow 
the general opinion appears to be that 
prices will go still higher, and not a 
few have expressed the belief that the 
record price of eleven and six-tenths 
cents, recorded in September of last 
year, will again be reached. The record 
of stocks is interesting in this con-

The advance in bark values caused 
a firmer feeling in the quinine market 
here, but was without other influence. 
There is a very fair demand for the 
salt, but‘it is confined, to a very large 
extent, to jobbing quantities. 

It is a matter of some wonder in cer- 
tain quarters, that the price of quinine 
is not higher. There seems to be very 
little question about an advance being 
made, should a more active demand set 
in. At the present time, second hands 
are reported to hold only light stocks, 
while two domestic makers and, it is 
said, one of the Germans, are not book- 
ing any contracts, owing to a shortage 
of supplies. If the expected demand 
should develop suddenly, the chances 
are very much in favor of another wild 
market like that of last September and 
October. The delay in the receipt of 
the bark purchased at the January 
Amsterdam auction, has caused consid- 
erable inconvenience to American 
manufacturers, we told. Some of 
this bark arrived this week. 

According to the Government figures,

SHARP DECLINE IN COCAINE. 


After a period of comparative tram- 
quility, the cocaine market is again 
unsettled, and prices have declined 
sharply, manufacturers having lowered 


their views seventy-five cents an 
ounce. The result is the lowest price 
quoted by makers since last Novem- 


ber, when the first advance took place. 
There has been very little demand for 
some time. Manufacturers sent out no 
voluntary quotations and, as one re- 
marked a few days ago:—“The market 
is in such a condition that we are al- 
most afraid an application.’’ 
The direct cause of the decline is the 
prevailing keen competition between 
the makers and hands. The 
latter have some stock purchased at 
low prices, and were naturally 
in a position to undersell the makers, 
by quite an appreciable figure and still 
make money. Manufacturers, began 
to shade their prices; not aggressively, 
of course, but that statement, ‘‘We do 
not intend to lose any business,’’ when 
made under certain conditions, carries 
a wealth of meaning. The culmination 
was the decline noted above. 

At the there seems to 
be an impression in some quarters, that 
the price will be cut still further. The 
makers now quote three and a half 
dollars an ounce, for bulk, which com-

While the statistical position 
is strong, based on the production and 
stocks, the very large decrease in de- 
liveries is a feature which overshadows 
the stronger features, and the monthly 
statement, as a whole, must be re- 
garded as bearish, though no imme- 
diate effect was apparent. So far as 
influence on the market value of the 
product is concerned the developments 
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of the next two months may prove im- 
portant. An important increase in de- 
liveries is expected to result only from 
an increase in the export requirements, 
and, as our readers are aware, this has 
been disappointing, the foreign demand 
having been very light during the past 
three months. 

The production in the 
petroleum producing States 
the month cf February, 
standing the considerable increase in 
new production, as shown by the 
monthly field report, fell 567,758 bar- 
rels behind the total production during 
January. There was, however, a dif- 
ference of three days in the length of 
the two months under comparison, and 
it is well to take that into account. 
The total production during February 
amcunted to 3,695,993 barrels, of which 
2,286,710 barrels were of the Pennsyl- 
vania grades and 1,409,283 barrels was 
of the Ohio and Indiana grades. The 
former showed a decrease of 335,182 
barrels and the latter a decrease of 
232,576 barrels. The total deliveries 
during February amounted to only 
4,044,049 barrels and showed the large 
decrease of 915,344 barrels. The de- 
liveries of Pennsylvania oil amounted 
to 2,198,668 barrels, showing a decrease 
of 687,121 barrels, and those of Ohio 
oil amounted to 1,845,381 barrels and 
showed a decrease of 228,223 barrels. 
The total stocks in possession of the 
pipe lines at the close of the month 
amounted to 22,128,982 barrels, the re- 
duction during the month amounting 
to 157,160 barrels. The total stocks 
were made up of 5,639,351 barrels Penn- 
sylvania oil and 16,489,631 barrels Ohio 
oil. The latter were drawn upon to the 
extent of 250,123 barrels, while the for- 
mer were increased by the addition of 
92,962 barrels. 
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WINDOW GLASS TRADE STILL 


AT SEA. 


Reports from Pittsburgh stating that 
the American Window Glass Company 
contemplates closing its factories for 
the purpose of installing new ma- 
chinery, which will reduce the cost of 
production forty to fifty per cent., led 
to a renewal of discussion in local glass 
trade circles. 

Despite the fact that the trade in 
general here are at sea regarding the 
future action of the company, the for- 
mer are not depressed in spirit. It was 
reported that fair-sized orders were re- 
ceived by several local firms and that 
prices were fully maintained. Not- 
withstanding reports that some out- 
side concerns were secretly making 
slight concessions in prices the sched- 
ule agreed upon by the National Win- 
dow Glass Jobbers’ Association has 
been generally adhered to. It is 
claimed that on the present basis of 
listed quotations the margin between 
the cost and selling prices is so nar- 
row that any concessions offered are 
not large enough to attract buyers. 

According to well informed members 
of the local trade no drop in prices is 
looked for. It is argued that if the 
factories should close from six to eight 
months’ prices’ will necessarily ad- 
vance. Reports that the Amer- 
ican Company will make a ruinous cut 
in prices because of the aid afforded 
them by the material reduction gained 
by its new blowing machines is not be- 
lieved here. It is generally set forth 
that the combine will not sell their 
present large holdings at a loss, but 
what they will do when they start their 
factories again is a question. It is, 
however, believed here that should the 
American Company make a severe cut 
in prices their customers will undoubt- 
edly be protected against losses in- 
eurred by such a reduction.

In the Macksburg field, Washington 
county, O., W. C. Patterson & Co. have 
drilled their No. 15 on the J. R. Jack- 
son farm through the sand, and shot, 
and will make a 15-barrel pumper. 


In the Salem district, Harrison coun- 
ty, W. Va., Hilton & Co. have drilled 
their second test on the F. L. Lough 
farm into the top of the Gordon, and 
the well produced forty barrels the 
first twenty-four hours. 


In the old Stringtown field near the 
Tyler-Wetzel county line, W. Va., the 
South Penn Co. has shot its No. 2, an 
old producer, on the F. R. Ball farm, 
and increased its production tempor.

On the western edge of the Volcano 
district, Ritchie county, W. Va., T. W.

In the Bens Run district, in Pleas- 
ants county, W. Va., the South Penn 
Co. has completed its second test in 
the Philip Wells farm and has a pro- 
ducer good for twenty-five barrels a 
day in the Cow Run sand. 


In the Big Knot and Wolf Pen run 
districts in Ritchie county, W. Va., 
Hall, Browse & Zahniser have com- 
pleted and shot their No. 7 on the 
Weekly heirs’ farm and have a 40- 
barrel producer in the Keener. 


On the west side of the old Whisky 
run pool, in Ritchie county, W. Va., 
Leonard & Co. have shot their No. 1 
on the Henry Waters farm and have 
increased its production from 65 to 100 
barrels a day from the Keener sand. 


In the Fish Creek district, three miles 
southwest of Cameron, Marshall coun- 
ty, W. Va., the Manufacturers Gas Co.’s 
test on the Amos farm stands full of 
fluid from the Big Injun sand, but has 
not sufficient gas pressure to make it 
throw out the oil. 


On the east side of the Folsom dis- 
trict, Wetzel county, W. Va., the South 
Penn Co. and Treat & Crawford 
drilled their No. 4 on the Acina Talk- 
ington farm deeper. The first twenty- 
four hours after the well was drilled 
into the second pay it produced sev- 
enty barrels. 


Two miles north of Clarksburg, the 
county seat of Harrison, W. Va., T. M. 
Jackson & Co. have drilled a test on 
the Robert Koon farm into the fifth 
sand, and the hoje has filled up sev- 
eral hundred feet with fluid. The loca- 
tion of this well is many miles from 
any production. 


In the Eureka district, Pleasants 
county, W. Va., the Vespertine Oil Co. 
has completed its No. 121 on the F. K. 
Bills farm and has a 24-barrel producer 
in the Cow run sand. In the St. Mary’s 
district, same county, C. D. Dotson has 
completed No. 7 on the C. W. Bills farm 
and has a 10-barrel pumper in the 
Keener sand. 


The Pure Oil Co. has purchased the 
Columbia Oil & Gas Co.’s producing 
properties and leases in the Jackson 
Ridge pool in Munroe county, O., and 
the Turkeyfoot extension in Beaver 
county, Pa. In the purehase is in- 
cluded leases on about 500 acres of 
partly developed territory, on which are 
twelve wells with a net production of 
forty barrels a day. The: price paid 
was not made public, but it is said to 
have been $1,000 a barrel, or $40,000. 


A freight train on the Erie Railroad, 
made up principally of tank cars filled 
with oil, broke in two near Olean, N. 
Y., on the 9th inst. The two sections 
of the train came together with a 
crash, and one of the tanks was de- 
molished. Fire broke out almost ir- 
stantly. <A large crowd of people left 
Olean for the scene of the fire. While 
they were lined up along the tracks a 
terrific explosion occurred. The flames 
communicated quickly with the other 
tank cars and a second and a third 
explosion followed each other in rapid 
succession. Sheets of flame shot out 
in all directions. Scores of persons 
were caught within the scene of the 
fire and enveloped in flames. Men and 
boys ran screaming down the tracks 
with their clothing a mass of flames. 
Others fell where they stood, overcome 
with the awful heat. The number 
killed was fourteen and many were se- 
riously and several, it is feared, fatally 
burned,

Abram 5S. Townsend, 

Abram 8. Townsend, 68 years old, a 
prominent resident of Belmar, N. J., 
died suddenly from heart disease on 
Saturday, March 7, while visiting his 
nephew, Samuel A. Swart, of Mount 
Vernon. Mr. Townsend was superin- 
tendent of the Atlantic White Lead 
Company, of Brooklyn, for thirty-five 
years, and after the Atlantic Company 
was absorbed by the National Lead 
Company he became general superin- 
tendent of the Atlantic branch. In 
Brooklyn he was prominent in the 
work of the Methodist Church, having 
served as a trustee in Grace Church, in 
Seventh avenue, for many years. He 
afterward lived in East Orange, N. J., 
where he was treasurer and trustee of 
Calvary Methodist Church. Mr. Town- 
send retired from business a few years 
ago, but at the time of his death he 
held the office of vice-president of the 
Robertson Art Tile Company. He 
leaves two sons and two daughters— 
Everett Townsend, of Trenton, N. J.; 
George R. Townsend, of Richmond, 
Va., and Mrs. George B. Yard and Mrs. 
Robert K. Bowman, of Trenton, N. J. 





Moses Sweetser. 

Moses Sweetser, well known to tha 
older members of the petroleum indus- 
try, died at the home of his sister, in 
Lynn, Mass., on March 10, aged 80 
years. 

Mr. Sweetser was born in Newbury- 
port, Mass., and in 1849 founded a line 
of packets to California, and is cred- 
ited with carrying the first party of 
gold hunters to California, via the 
Isthmus of Panama. During the Civil 
War he conducted a store in Washing- 
ton, furnishing supplies to the Union 
forces, and was twice captured by the 
Southern forces under Gen. Fitzhugh 
Lee and Col. Mosby. 

In 1865 Mr. Sweetser formed a part- 
nership with Col. J. W. Forney, of the 
Philadelphia Press and Washington 
Chronicle, and they established the 
Chronicle Farm Agency for the pur- 
pose of developing lands in the South. 
In 1868 he went into the oil business 
in Parkersburg, W. Va., having an oil 
refinery in Glasgow, Ky., and he was 
president of the Sweetser Oil Company 


until it was sold out to a rival con- 
cern. During the twenty years Mr. 


Sweetser was engaged, more or less 
actively, in the real estate business in 
this city and vicinity. 

Mr. Sweetser enjoyed the friendship 
of a large number of prominent men, 
among whom were Presidents Lincoln 
and McKinley and Mr. James G. 
Blaine. In the petroleum trade he was 
familiarly known as Uncle Moses, more 
an appelation of affectionate regard. He 
was always genial, had a fund of anec- 
dotes of early petroleum days, and his 
reminiscences of his personal exper'- 
ences in the War of the Rebellion were 
always listened to with interest. He 
was generous and a sincere friend. 
Last year he gave a tract of land in 
Elizabethport, N. J., to the New York 
Typographical Union as a site for a 
home for aged and indigent printers 
of the United States. 

Mr. Sweetser is survived by a sister 
in Lynn, Mass. By his marriage in 
1847 he had three sons and one daugh- 
ter, all of whom have passed away. 
Mrs. Sweetser died many years ago.

Drug Trade Section Meeting 
A special meeting of the Drug Trade 
Section of the New York Board of 
Trade and Transportation was held 
last Thursday afternoon, to take action 
on Assembly Bill No. 845, entitled “An 
Act to amend the Penal Code, by add- 
ing thereto new sections relative to the 
manufacture, sale, adulteration or de- 
terioration of drugs.’’ The text of the 
bill is published below:— 


Section 1. The penal code is hereby 
amended by adding thereto, after Section 
four hundred and seven-a thereof, new 
sections to be known as Sections four 
hundred and seven-b, four hundred and 
seven-c, four hundred and seven-d and 


four hundred and seven-e, which new sec- 


tions shall read as follows:— 

Sec. 407-b. All manufacturers or import- 
ers of drugs must affix to all packages 
containing the same a certificate in writ- 
ing which shall indicate the _ purity, 
strength and genuineness of such drugs 
and their ingredients, and in cases of 
drugs which are liable to deterioration 
through lapse of time, said certificate 
shall furthermore state the date after 
which such drugs will deteriorate, and af- 
ter which they shall not be sold, and in 
all cases said certificate shall state the 
date of manufacture or of importation, 
and also the date of the sale thereof. 
Any manufacturer, or importer, druggist 
or dealer in drugs, or other person who 
shall sell, offer or expose for sale, dis- 
pense, or give away any drug which shall 
not have affixed to it or to its wrapper or 
package the certificate or certificates 
above mentioned, shall be guilty of a mis- 


demeanor, and upon conviction shall be 

unished by a fine of not more than five 

undred dollars, or by imprisonment for 
not more than a year or by both such fine 
and imprisonment, and in any prosecu- 
tions for the offenses above set forth the 
absence of such certificate shall be prima 
facie evidence of the guilt of such ac- 
cused person. 

Sec, 407-c. Any druggist, dealer or other 
person who shall have in his possession 
or offer for sale or sell any adulterated 
drug, as defined in the health law, or any 
drug which has not been certified to as is 
provided in the foregoing section, shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon con- 
viction shall be punished as in said fore- 
going section is provided, and proof of the 
possession or offering for sale or selling 
of any such drugs shall be prima facie 
evidence of the guilt of the person ac- 
cused. 

Sec. 407-d. Any druggist, dealer or other 
person in possession of drugs subject to 
deterioration through lapse of time which 
have been certified to by the manufac- 
turer or importer thereof, as is provided 
in Section four hundred and seven-b who 
shall sell such drugs after the time limit 
indicated in such certificate shall be 
guilty of a misdeameanor, and upon con- 
viction shall be punished as is provided 
in said Section four hundred and seven-b, 
and upon any trial of such accused per- 
son the fact of having made such sale 
after the expiration of such time limit 
shall be prima facie evidence of his guilt. 

Sec. 407-e. Any ‘druggist or dealer, or 
other person, who shall sell a drug not 
demanded by the buyer in place of that 
so demanded, or substitute any drug not 
required, for another, without the knowl- 
edge and consent of the buyer, shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor and, upon con- 
viction, shall be punished as in said fore- 
going section is provided. 

: eee, 2. This act shall take effect Sept. 


The meeting was called to order by 
the chairman, Albert Plaut. There 
were present about thirty-five mem- 
bers of the section. 


Thomas F. Main, of the Tarrant 
Company, offered a_ resolution, con- 
demning the bill absolutely. The res 


olution was the subject of considerable 
discussion. Dr. Schweitzer, of the Far- 
benfabriken of Elberfeld Company, 
was of the opinion that all parts of the 
bill were not objectionable, and sug- 
gested that no adverse action be taken 
on Section 407-E. 

Several others, among them Samuei 
W. Fairchild, of Fairchild Bros. & 
Foster, spoke on the matter, and the 
resolution was amended in_ several 
places. When finally adopted it read 
as follows:— 

Whereas, A bill has beeen introduced in 
the Assembly, by the Hon. Charles F. 
Bostwick (Assembly Bill No. 845), entitled 
“An Act to amend the Penal Code by add- 
ing thereto new sections relative to the 
manufacture, sale, adulteration or de- 
terioration of drugs.’ 

Resolved, By the Drug Trade Section of 
the New York Board of Trade and Trans- 
portation, in special meeting assembled, 
that sections 407-b, 407-c, and 407-d, of 
said bill, if enacted into law, would, in 
our opinion, utterly fail to accomplish the 
purposes which its framers had in view; 
would entail great additional labor and 
expense upon importers, manufacturers 
and dealers generally, without correspond- 
ing benefit either to them or to the public 
at large; that the provisions of the pro- 
posed law are impracticable and impossi- 
ble to execute and that the objects sought 
to be attained are substantially covered 
by the present law of the State. 

Resolved, That we disapprove the above 
mentioned sections of the proposed bill, 
Assembly Bill, No. 84, and request the 
chairman to appoint a special committee 
to oppose its passage and to present the 
views of this section to the committee of 
the Legislature having the bill under con- 
sideration. 

Prior to adjournment, the chairman 
urged all present to use their influence 
to secure as large a delegation as pos- 
sible to attend the hearing before the 
Assembly Committee on Codes, tu 
which the bill was referred at Albany, 
on Wednesday, March 25. 

Jesse L. Hopkins’ motion that circu- 
lar letters be sent to all members of the 
trade throughout the State was car- 
ried.

Advance in Freight Rates. 


A general advance in rates on freight 
from New York, Philadelphia and Bal- 
timore to Norfolk, Portsmouth, Rich- 
mond, Manchester, Newport News, Old 
Point Comfort, Hampden, Petersburg 
and other places in Virginia has been 
made by about half a dozen rail and 
water transportation companies as the 
result of conferences recently held in 
Philadelphia by representatives of their 
freight departments. The increase av- 
erages about four cents on each 100 
pounds of freight, and the new sched- 
ule will become effective April 1. 

The rate from New York to Rich- 
mond on first-class freight, for in- 
stance, has been raised from 28 to 32 
cents a hundred pounds. Relative in- 
creases are made on other classes. 
The rates on some classes have been 
left the same as before, while quite a 
number have been advanced from one 
to five cents on each 100 pounds. 

The companies that have decided 
upon the advance in freight rates are

Action on the Reciprocity Treaties. 
13, 1903.

Washington, March 


The Foreign Relations 
yesterday took important action on all 


the pending reciprocity treaties, order- 
ing a favorable report on the Cuban 
convention with an amendment pro- 


viding that it must be ratified by the 
House as well as the Senate, and in- 
definitely postponing, so far as the 
present session is concerned, the 


French and other pending treaties. 


The action taken with regard to the 
French treaty was a serious disappoint- 
ment as well as a surprise to Chair- 
man Cullom, who has for several years 
labored unremittingly in behalf of this 
important treaty. As heretofore stated 
in these dispatches, he was of the opin- 
ion at the opening of the special ses- 
sion that it would be practicable to 
bring the French treaty forward, to 
debate it at length and to secure a 
vote upon it in order that it might be 
disposed of either favorably or ad- 
versely. There being no constitutional 
limit te the length of the special ses- 
sion, he felt satisfied that a decision 
could be reached which would dispose 
of the treaty and thereby relieve not 
only the Senate, but the State Depart- 
ment of an embarrassment which has 
been growing more and more annoy- 
ing as the months have passed without 
action. 

The decision not to consider the 
French treaty at the present session 
was brought about by two influences; 
first, the desire of many Senators to 
leave Washington at an early date, 
and, second, the opposition of Senators 
Aldrich, Lodge and others, which has 
heretofore been manifested against the 
treaty in a variety of forms. Being a 
member of the Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee, Mr. Lodge has exerted his in- 
fluence upon his colleagues very effec- 
tively, especially as he is generally 
recognized as the personal representa- 
tive of the administration in the Sen- 
ate. The treaty will expire by limita- 
tion next September, and it is an open 
question whether it will be extended. 
It can be stated positively that the 
State Department will take no steps 
looking to an extension, but it is, of 
course, possible that France may seek 
to give it a new lease of life. In the 
case of the last two extensions grant- 
ed, the initiative was taken by the 
French government and not by the 
State Department. 


The decision of the Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee to amend the Cuban 
treaty so as to require its ratification 
by the House as well as the Senate is 
far-reaching, and is a great disap- 
pointment to those who had hoped that

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the convention would be ratified with- 
out important modification. The 
amendment was brought about by the 
combined opposition of the minority, 
which opposed the treaty on the consti- 
tutional ground that the Senate has 
no power to modify the tariff, and that 
a joint resolution must be passed by 
both Houses in order to change any 
item of the Dingley act. 

Having recommended the adoption of 
such an amendment to all the treaties 
except that with Cuba, it was exceed- 
ingly difficult for the majority leaders 
to resist its incorporation in the Cuban 
convention also, and the concession 
was therefore made. A number of 
Senators on both sides of the chamber 
are still opposed to the ratification of 
the Cuban treaty even with the 
amendment reported by the committee, 
and these Senators suggest that inas- 
much as the treaty cannot go into ef- 
fect until next winter, it would be 
good policy to defer ratification by the 
Senate until the regular meeting of 
Congress. It is the best opinion, how- 
ever, that the treaty will be ratified as 
amended next week and that the spe- 
cial session of Congress will adjourn 
by or before the- 21st instant. 


The amendment added to the Cuban 
treaty will not only involve action by 
the House, but the passage of a joint 
resolution through both House and 
Senate, and this will mean the opening 
up of a general tariff campaign. Under 
the rules of the House it will be possi- 
ble to limit the offering of amend- 
ments, but in view of the experience 
with the reciprocity bill a year ago it 
is quite possible that a joint resolution 
may be loaded down with a provision 
repealing the differential duty on re-

fined sugar, which would make 
wholly unsatisfactory to the Senate. 
When the joint resolution reaches the 
Upper House it will again be obliged 
to run the gauntlet of tariff amend- 
ments of all kinds and it is impossible 
to forecast the outcome. It is unlikely 
that the joint resolution will be passed 
by both Houses before February or 
March, 1904, and should it fail to pass 
the treaty would never become ef- 
fective.

The market for paints and colors 
showed decided firmness with advances 
in prices on some products. The with- 
drawals on outstanding contracts have 
been heavy and all prospects for an 
active trade are very promising. All 
the lead products have been advanced 
on account of the rise in the raw metal. 
Stocks continue light, as the demand 
is equal or in excess of the output. 
Zines are also in good request with 
limited stocks available in excess of 
regular contract deliveries. There are 
intimations that a further rise in pig- 
lead is not at all improbable in the 
near future. Carmine advanced and 
Paris green is also higher, due to 
higher markets for raw material. 

White Lead, Zines, Etc. 

WHITE LEAD.—For several weeks 
past there has been a strong undertone 
to the market, and corroders have 
been very conservative in their offer- 
ings, and in few exceptions have de- 
clined to sell too far ahead, especially 
when the raw metal was offered only 
for prompt, and that in a limited way. 
On Tuesday last the raw metal was 
advanced ‘ec. This was followed 
quickly by the various corroders, who 
advanced all the lead products \c., to 


* go into effect at once, also that all of 


the undelivered portions of their pur- 
chases made before the recent ad- 
vance here to be taken on or before 
April 1. The new price list issued, sub- 
ject to change without notice, is as 
follows for 12 tons and over 6%c., less 
4c. rebate, and for a less quantity only 
the usual 2 per cent. discount is al- 
lowed. There is an improved demand 
all around, as the spring advances, and 
both corroders and dealers are taxed 
to their fullest capacity to meet the 
increased wants of the consuming 
trade. Grinders both here and at the 
west are full of orders, but are ham- 
pered by the delay of the transporta- 
tion lines to either furnish cars or ship 
stocks promptly. Dry lead is also up 
%c., but it is not price that consum- 
ers complain about as the delay in 
shipping stocks promptly. What little 
stock there is available outside of regu- 
lar contract deliveries is held at 5%c. 
and up, according to quantity and 
terms of sale. Possibly for a round lot, 
if it was available for prompt delivery, 
even 5%c. would be paid, the trouble 
being more to get the goods rather 
than price. Foreign makes of lead in 
oil are firmer with a higher primary 
market, but as yet no change has been 
made in prices, which are firm at 9%@ 
9%c. for special brands and 7c. and up- 
ward for other makes, as to quantity 
and seller. On Friday, owing to an- 
other advance in pig lead, the price for 
lead products was advanced another 
Yc. all around. 

RED LEAD.—There is still a scar- 
city of domestic for prompt delivery, 
and buyers have to be satisfied with 
such stocks as makers can deliver upon 
existing contracts. In sympathy with 
the advance in the raw metal prices 
have been advanced %c., making card 
prices 6%c. and upward, as to quan- 
tity and terms of sale, for old process 
and 5%c. for new process, as to quan- 
tity and seller. Foreign markets are 
all higher, though no quotable changes 
as yet have been made here for Ger- 
man, which is still procurable in a 
limited way at 6%c. for ordinary, 7c. 
and upward for extra grades, as to 
quantity and seller. English is also 
firmer at 6%@8c., as to grade, quantity 
and seller. 

LITHARGE.—The usual advance of 
4c. was made on Tuesday last by the 
old process as well as the new process 
makers, the new price list being 6%éc. 
for old and 5%c. for new process, less 
the usual discount terms. There is 
still a scarcity of stocks in excess of 
regular contract deliveries, as a large 
business was done previous to the last 
advance, with the large consumers, 
and these have been drawing freely 
upon their contracts. The indications 
are that another advance may occur in 
the near future. 

ORANGE MINERAL.—In sympathy 
with a firmer primary market, which is 
gradually working upward, French is 
firmer, with limited offerings of special 
brands at 11%c. from dock and 11\c. 
and up for store parcels, according to 
quantity, packing and terms of sale. 
For other makes not so well known, 
sales are being made in a limited way 
at 104%2.@10%c., as to buyer, with intima- 
tions that prices may be advanced at 
any moment. German is higher, and 





while it is possible to buy a limited 
quantity at 8%c., the bulk of the hold- 
ers are asking 8%@9c., as to grade, 
quantity and seller. English is also 
firmer at 8%c. and upward, as to qual- 
ity and seller. Domestic has been ad- 
vanced %c., and what available stock 
there is available outside of regular 
deliveries is now held at 8%c. and up- 
ward, according to quantity and terms 
of sale. 

PIG LEAD.—Before the advance was 
announced on Tuesday last considera- 
ble business was done for prompt de- 
livery at 4.124%@4.15c. at St. Louis; 
later the price was raised, and aaa 
was named for refined and 4.25@4.27\%c. 
for common. The new price list for 
corroding lead is 4.3714c. for St. Louis, 
4.40c. for Chicago, 4.45c. for Cincinnati 
and 4.47%c. for Pittsburg, Boston, Buf- 
falo, Philadelphia and New York. Com- 
mon lead grades are at 4.37%c. for 50- 
ton lots, and for a less quantity 2c. 
higher. The foreign markets continue 
to advance, with soft Spanish quoted 
at £13 15s., last year for the same 
period £10 17s. 6d. On Friday the price 
advanced $6.00 per ton, making price 
4.7744c. for refined and 4.67%c. for com- 
mon at this point and a corresponding 
advance at other points. 

ZINCS.—The near approach of spring 
weather has stimulated the consuming 
demand and buyers are not only draw- 
ing freely upon their contracts, but in 
many instances have increaesed their 
demand both for prompt and forward. 
There is still considerable delay in rail 
transportation, especially with West- 
ern shipments, which is causing more 
or less annoyance to grinders. Prices 
remain firm for the various brands of 
New Jersey makes at 45%@4%c., as to 
grade and terms of sale. French is 
also fairly active at the recent ad- 
vance. 

Dry Colors. 


REDS. 


Prices for carmine showed increased 
strength in response to a higher mar- 
ket for cochineal. Holders who asked 
$1.90 per pound advanced prices to $2@ 
2.50 per pound. There was a fair in- 
quiry for Venetian red and prices were 
firm, but quotably unchanged, with the 
tendency moving slowly upward. The 
demand for vermilions was fair and 
no change in prices was recorded. In 
the imported sorts the movement was 
reported as satisfactory. The call for 
supplies of most grades on outstanding 
contracts was reported as fairly large. 

BLACKS. 

The position of the market for bone 
or carbon black was practically un- 
changed and no change in prices was 
recorded. Inquiries for lamp black 
were fair and the demand for ivory as 
well as for drop sorts was reported as 
satisfactory. Owing to the good con- 
sumption the withdrawals made by 
consumers on outstanding contracts 
were reported as large. The close was 
firm with no quotable change noted in 
prices for the entire list. 


BLUES. 

The call for supplies on outstanding 
contracts was active throughout the 
past week. Prices of all grades were 
firm in tone and no changes worthy of 
mention were made. New orders 
booked were principally for supplies 
for prompt delivery. Ultramarine met 
with a better sale at 3c. per pound up. 

BROWNS. 

The demand for sienna and umber 
was fairly active during the past week 
and transactions in the aggregate were 
above those of same time last year. 
Sales reported were mostly at previous 
prices ranging from 2%c. per pound up 
for burnt and powdered Turkey, and 
14%c. per pound up for American burnt 
and raw. Vandyke moved slowly with 
sales recorded at 2%4c. per pound up 
for German and 1%c. per pound for 
American. The following mail advices 
were received from our correspondent 
at Leghorn, under date of March 2:—

mand for these colors becomes fairly active 
at the beginning of Spring. We have no

Metallic Paints. 

General trade conditions were fairly 
good during the past week. The de- 
mand showed a slight improvement, 
and orders as a rule were mostly for 
supplies to be delivered promptly. 
Sales were recorded at previous firm 
prices at $19 up for brown and $16 up 
per ton for red. 

Lithopone. 

More interest was shown in this arti- 
cle, and in many instances there was 
more of a disposition on the part of 
buyers to take hold at the inside quot- 
ed range of prices, and sales were of 
a fair volume at 4c. up. 

Miscellaneous. 

BARYTES.—New business booked 
was moderate, and general quiet domi- 
nated the market. Prices, however, 
were firmly maintained at $17 per ton 
up for prime white and $9 per ton up 
for crude No. 1. There was an active 
call from jobbers for supplies on: out- 
standing contracts, and the withdraw- 
als for the past week were heavy. 

CHINA CLAY.—There was a steady 
demand for car lots at full prices. In 
the absence of offerings of goods to 
arrive business was checked. A vessel 
which arrived recently at Philadelphia 
brought a fair supply, which was sold 
previous to being shipped at prices 
ranging from $12 per ton up for im- 
ported China. The available supply of 
both domestic and imported is light 
and offerings were readily absorbed at 
current prices for domestic at $8.50 per 
ton up and $12 per ton up for imported 

CHALK.—Many manufacturers were 
forced to shut down owing to the scar- 
city of supply, and consequently busi- 
ness was materially restricted. It is 
reported, however, that two or three 
vessels have been chartered, which will 
bring ample supplies to relieve the 
market of this stringency in course of 
the next month. About 440 tons which 
arrived by the ship St. Louis was 
placed on offer and sold at a price in 
the neighborhood of $3.25@3.50 per ton. 
Reports were current that for cargo 
lots $2 per ton were asked. The :close 
was steady with prices for supplies on 
the spot at $3.25 per ton up. 

FULLER’S EARTH.—In the con- 
tinued absence of supplies on the spot 
business was practically at a stand- 
still, and prices were quoted nominally 
steady at 75c. per 100 pounds up. Large 
supplies are expected in the near 


future. It was reported that in many 
instances buyers here were willing to 
pay the freight charges in order to 
secure supplies from other domestic 
sources, but few lots were available. 

PUTTY.—Notwithstanding the strong 
position of the market for whiting, 
prices for putty were barely steady, 
due to keen competition among manu- 
facturers. Sales of supplies in bulk 
were made at l%c. per pound up, in 
12% to 25-pound tins at 15%c. per pound 
up, in 1 to 5-pound tins at 2%c. per 
pound up and bladders at 1%c. per 
pound up, for prompt delivery. The 
close was irregular, but trade for the 
week was of a satisfactory volume, 
considering the time of the year. 

TALC.—No price changes of impor- 
tance were noted throughout the week, 
and the market was steady in tone in 
Sympathy with reports from Leghorn, 
noting a firm, unchanged market and a 
continued scarcity of supply. Stocks 
on the spot are of a fair volume and 
were held at 90c. per 100 pounds for 
American, 14c. per pound for French 
and 15%c. per pound for Italian, result- 
ing in no sales of importance. Trans- 
actions in jobbing lots were moderate 
and of a hand to mouth character. 
Mail advices from Leghorn, under date 
of March 2, report that “during the 
last weeks the demand has been more 
active for this material, however, al- 
ways for the superior grades, and just 
at present various orders for execution 
have been received from the United 
States.” 

TERRA ALBA.—Trading was mostly 
confined in jobbing lots, and sales in 
the aggregate were light at former un- 
changed prices. Transactions in large 
lots were few at previous prices for 
American No. 1 at 65c. up and import- 
ed at 95c. per 100 pounds up. 


WHITING.—The demand throughout | 


the week was brisk and in many in- 
stances orders were turned down, as a 
result of the scarcity of supply on the 
spot. The call was for immediate 
shipments of supplies and sellers ob- 
tained full prices for all grades, at 48c. 
up for commercial. Owing to the good 
local demand, many contract orders for 
future shipments were turned down. 
An advance in prices is not improba- 
ble

Holders 
of spot goods asked 18'%c. for No. 2 and 
12%c. per pound up for No. 3, but no 
large sales were recorded. Damar was 
firm and for Singapore as high as 8c. 
per pound was asked for shipment 
from the Straits. Supplies on 
the spot are very light, and many hold- 
ers refuse to sell at under 8c. per 
pound, at which figure several parcels 
were sold. Batavia damar is scarce on 
the spot and to arrive. In response to 
the good consuming demand and 
cables from Batavia reporting the mar- 
ket there %c. per pound higher, there 
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was a firmer feeling among holders, 
whe were not anxious sellers. Only 
small lots were recorded sold on the 
spot at 12%@12%c. per pound. Copal 
was neglected and prices were steady 
at 60c. per pound for Zanzibar bold 
white, resulting in no sales. Manila 
was unchanged and the demand was 
slow, except for pale grades, which 
sold readily at 144%c. per pound up. 
Supplies of pale sorts were reported as 
fairly well cleaned up. 
Window Glass. | 
Notwithstanding the unsatisfactory | 
reports from Pittsburgh in reference 
to the probable future action to be | 
taken by the American Window Glass 
Co. prices here have not been affected. 
The local organization, from all ap- | 
pearances, is living up to the agree- 
ment recently made not to cut prices. 
Some firms reported having sizable or- | 
ders and that business in the aggre- 
gate for the week show a fair increase 
over that cf same time last year. No 
drop in prices is looked for, but as to 
what the result will be after the com- 
bine starts its factories again appears 
to be a difficult matter to forecast. It 
is claimed that if the combine closes its 
factories for seven months the stock 
aveilable would only be sufficient to 
meet the consumption for six months. 
Prices are now on a low basis, and the 
margin between the cost and selling 
prices are so narrow as to check any 
cutting worthy of mention.

The compound makers, who 
had lulled their demands a few days 
since, have been buyers this week, and 
for the bleaching grades have paid ce. 
advance, both in New York and Chi- 
cago; thus after buying 8,000 barrels 
in New York at 40c. in tanks, and 2,000 
barrels in Chicago at 39c., in tanks, 
now bidding 40c. in New 
York, and 39c. in Chicago, and finding 
4c. more asked. The stocks of these 
bleaching grades are now of very com- 
fortable carrying volume, and _ the 
holders of them express marked con- 
fidence in that they will all be needed 
at strong prices; that indeed there 
may be an insufficient supply of them 
if the pure lard market materializes to 
expectations on the short supplies of 
the fat, whereby the consumption of 
cotton oil would continue liberal for 


slightest stir to 
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the make of the compounds. It may 
be said, therefore, that the ordinary 
accepted prime oils, the well recog- 
nized bleaching grades, and the but- 
ter grades are all, seemingly, upon a 
very secure basis of prices. And that, 
not only are there increased demands 
from the home consumers for these 
finer grades of oil, but that Europe has 
taken some light quantities of prime 
yellow here at 41%c., while the lead- 
ing companies have sold about 3,000 
bbls. of their consigned oil to Europe. 
which has netted substantially the 
quoted market rates in New York for 
the prime yellow, butter grade and 
white oil. But when the upper grades 
of oil are left out of consideration and 
the more important supplies of the un- 
der qualities are under attention, the 
market has an uncertain look, with 
just at the moment, weakness. Good 
off-yellow is offered at a decline of 
lec. for the week. It is true that the 
home consumption of these off oils are 
larger than had been regarded by the 
trade as possible, but there is that 
large supply of them over the South 
and elsewhere, which provokes some 
apprehension concerning them, as well 
as a feeling that an export trading 
may be necessary to use them up be- 
fore a new crop season, The difference 
in the prices of prime yellow and good 
off yellow has widened this week to 
three cents per gallon; thus the prime 
yellow, which stands practically at 
4144c., has a comparison with a trad- 
ing basis for good off yellow at 38@ 


38l4c., although there is a good deal 
of yellow sold by sample at about 
40l4c, It is true that the home con- 
sumption of off grade cotton oil is 
kept to lively proportions by the 


prices for them as against those for 
tallow and other soap materials, but 
it is hard to expect that home consum- 
ers alone can take care of this year’s 
liberal production of the off oils, while 
it is clear that Europe will not buy 
them so long as it can get sesame and 
arichides oils upon a materially cheap- 
er basis as compared with the cotton 
oil. Indeed no one here looks for for- 
eign interest in cotton oil in this coun- 
try for some weeks to come at least, 
outside of ordinary takings of the hign 
qualities that can be used in the make 
of the manufactured goods, which are 
used as substitutes for pure lard. It 
is not so much a question that the 
lower grades of cotton oil may be af- 
fected, ultimately, by beef fat prices, 
as the fact that the supply of them is 
too large under the prospects of in- 
difference of foreign markets. It can- 
not be said that there is as yet, how- 
ever, any marked pressure to. sei! 
these off oils, whatever may devolop 
for them, but only that buyers would 
be promptly accommodated on de- 
mands at the small deliveries in prices 
for them, for the week, as _ noted. 
There have been sales for the week 
at the mills of 14 tanks crude, at 
Southeast points, at 34%c. in lots and 
16 tanks do. at 35c., with 35c. further

Cocoanut Oils, Ete. 

CEYLON.—There has been consider- 
able business done in March, and early 
April arrivals, about 700 tons being 
taken by Western soap makers at 
o%4c., and further lots for later arrival 
at 55%c. The spot market is firmer at 
6@6%c., at which a good jobbing trade 
is reported. 

COCHIN.—Only a limited demand for 
spot goods at 7c., but for early April- 
May arrival more inquiry is reported, 
with sales at 6%c. Later shipments are 
irregular at 6@6%c., as to quantity, 
seller and date of arrival. 

CORN.—There has been more inquiry 
both for export and for home con- 
sumption. The former at 5.75c. and the 
latter at 5.85c. for car lots, with sales 
of 10 cars reported, and for jobbing 
store parcels 6c. 

OLIVE.—There is not sufficient de- 
mand for spot parcels to test the mar- 
ket. Small retail sales of prime yel- 
low are reported at 51@53c. and for 
green, which is scarce, at 57@58c., as to 
quantity and seller. Choice grades of 
foots are still in limited stock and 
command full prices. Small sales are 
reported at 6%c. for spot or nearby 
arrival. Shipments, 6%c., with off qual- 
ity quoted at 6c. down to 5%c. 

PALM.—Stocks in first hands are 
light and held firm at 5%c. for red and 
6c. for Lagos. For arrival 55c. is low- 
est named for a good red oil. There 
have been sales of about 150 tons palm 
kernel on the spot by speculators at 
55¢@5%c. 

MUSTARD.—The market is firm in 
all positions at 55c., with limited of- 
ferings either for prompt or forward. 

RAPE.—While choice burning grades 
are not over plentiful and held at 66c., 
the other grades are in better supply, 
and prices are easier at 60@63c., as to 
quality and seller. 

Animal and Fish Oils. 

LARD OIL.—The firm prices for lard 
failed to be a stimulating factor in the 
market for prime lard oil, and the posi- 
tion is a rather peculiar one. The de- 
pression in prices during the past 
week was due to an absence of de- 
mand and large available supplies, to- 
gether with some pressure on the part 
of holders to sell, resulting in a decline 
of lc. per gallon, to 84c. per gallon. No 
large transactions were effected and 
business reported was of a small rou- 
tine character. The general impression 
is that prices will go lower. Prices of 
extra No. 1 were quoted steady at 65c. 
and No. 2 at 48c. per gallon, with the 
tendency downward. 

NEATSFOOT.—The feature was the 
scarcity of 20 degrees cold test, and 
this, together with a brisk inquiry, led 
to an advance of lic. per gallon, to 98c. 
per gallon, at which price no supplies 
were obtainable. Supplies of 30 de- 
grees cold test were plentiful and held 
at 82c. per gallon, resulting in no sales 
of consequence. The movement in job- 
bing lots was reported as light. 

TALLOW OIL.—Decided dullness 
characterized the market and prices 
were easier in tone in sympathy with 
the decline in prices of tallow. Of- 
ferings of acidless were freely made, 


but in absence of buyers no sales of 
note were effected. Holders asked 65c. 
per gallon for acidless, and as near as 
could be learned the only sales effected 
were three tank car lots at a shade 
below prices asked. The export de- 
mand dragged and prices of all grades 
closed weak with the tendency down- 
ward. A decline in prices is expected. 

DEGRAS.—Transactions were fair 
and mostly of a jobbing character. 
Prices were steady in tone in sym- 
pathy with favorable cables from pro- 
ducing markets. Offerings were mod- 
erate and holders showed no disposi- 
tion to urge sales, they naming 4c. 
up per gallon for French, 2%c. up for 
English and German, resulting jn some 
sales at above prices. 

RED.—Saponified was easier in tone 
in sympathy with the lower market 
for tallow oil, and prices declined %c. 
per gallon to 6c. per gallon. Buyers 
showed an inclination to hold aloof, 
and business transacted was wholly of 
a jobbing character. Elaine held steady 
and holders as a rule refused to sell 
supplies below 48c. per gallon, result- 
ing in few transactions. 

COD.—The market presented a firm 
appearance, but the demand lacked 
spirit and sales recorded were of a 
small routine character, jobbers tak- 
ing only such supplies as to meet im- 
mediate wants. In the absence of sup- 
plies being pressed for sale, prices 
were firmly held at 33c. per gallon for 
domestic prime and 36c. per gallon for 
Newfoundland. 

WHALE AND SPERM.—The market 
in New Bedford was quiet and no 
sales of crude sperm oil were recorded. 
The stock there amounted to 3,600 bbls. 
for which 65c. per gallon was asked. 
The bark Harry Smith has been char- 
tered to take out whaling supplies to 
Dominique and bring back what oil 
may be landed there for shipment to 
New Bedford. Manufactured grades 
moved slowly and sales were princi- 
pally of jobbing lots. The close was 
quiet, with prices steady at 74c. per 
gallon for spring bleached and 78c. per 
gallon for winter bleached. 

MENHADEN.—No offerings of crude 
were made by first hands and for ex- 
port no sales of moment were effected. 
Several lots of 100 and 150 bbls. crude 
were offered by second hands at 27\éc. 
per gallon for Northern A, but no sales 
were reported. The statistical posi- 
tion of the market is very strong, 
and the general belief is that a rise in 
prices is not improbable. Prices were 
quoted firm at 27c. for Northern A and 
26c. per gallon for Southern A. There 
was a moderate jobbing demand for 
bleached oils, and sales were light but 
at full prices. Offerings of sizable lots 
were made of bleached winter white 
at 34c. per gallon, but no large sales 
were recorded. 

Mineral Oils. 

The jobbing demand was good and 
total sales of all grades were fairly 
large. Black cold test was in good re- 
quest, and supplies were readily taken 
at 11%c. up for 20@30 cold test, 12%c. 
up for 15 cold test and 134%c. up per 
gallon for zero. Cylinder cold test met 
with fair sales at 27%c. up per gallon, 
and filtered found ready buyers at 
16%c. up for light and 15%c. up per 
gallon for dark. Red paraffine No. 1 
and No. 2 sold freely at 13%c. and 12%c. 
per gallon, respectively. Spindle fil- 
tered No. 1 attracted fair attention and 
moderate quantities passed in con- 
sumption at 17%c. up per gallon. The 
movement in unfiltered was steady and 
sold on the basis of 14%c. up per gal- 
lon. 

Oil Cake, Meal, Etc. 

There is almost no demand for spot 
linseed cake, which may be quoted 
nominal at $25. The chief demand !s 
for August-December delivery, but the 
mills are not anxious sellers and de- 
cline to name prices, at least those 
that would lead to business so far 
ahead. Cotton meal quiet at $23.25 to 
$23.50 f. o. b. Galveston. 

Wax, Lard, Tallow, Etc. 

PARAFFINE WAX.—There was no 
snap to the demand and transactions 
for the week were moderate. Buyers 
purchased only such lots as were ac- 
tually needed to fill urgent wants. 
Holders, however, did not press sales, 
and former steady prices were main- 
tained for refined 120 melting point at 
bic., 125 at 5%c., 180 at 6%c., 135 at 
Tc. and 140 at 12%c. per lb. Crude 
was steady, and fair quantities passed 
into consumption at unchanged prices, 
ranging from 4%@5c. per lb., accord- 
ing to quantity purchased.

Kapok Oil. 
There grows in the West Indies, 


South America and East India a tree 
known by the natives as the kapok 
tree. It grows to a height.of from 45 
to 60 feet, has large white flowers and 
contains in its seed capsules of oily 
kernels, enveloped in cotton-like fibers 
of short and rather fragile nature, 
which furnish a splendid material for 
upholstering purposes in place of horse- 
hair. The seed is imported to Holland 
in large quantities, where a light yel- 
low oil with a very agreeable flavor is 
pressed from them. Upon analysis, the 
seed showed to have the following com-

SPIRITS OF TURPENTINE.—The 
statistical position of the local market 


showed decided strength, but this 
failed to stimulate the demand and 


dullness prevailed. Offerings, however, 
were light, and as there was no dis- 
position shown on the part of certain 
interests who are in control of the spot 
supply to market their holdings, prices 
remained firm at 68c. per gallon for 
machine made barrels and 67%c. per 
gallon for oil barrels. No transactions 
of importance were effected. Toward 
the latter part of the week, however, 
it was learned that sales of two spot 
lots of 250 barrels each were made at 
68c. per gallon for machine made bar- 
rels. The Savannah market held steady 
and prices were stationary, closing at 
65e. per gallon bid. It was intimated 
that the consuming trade will be 
forced to enter the market to replen- 
ish their stocks sooner or later, and 
when this demand sets in it is gener- 
ally expected that prices will show. fur- 
ther sharp advances. At the close 
some holders asked 68%c. for machine 
made barrels. 

ROSIN.—During the early part of the 
week trade was slow and prices of the 
common and medium grades showed a 
tendency to ease off. Notwithstanding 
the fact that the available supply is 
not excessive, holders showed a desire 
to sell, and as an inducement they 
made slight concessions in prices of the 
common and low grades. Transactions 
in spot common rosin, as near as could 
be learned, were made later in the 
week and amounted to about 800 barrels 
of strained at $2.25@2.27, 200 barrels G 
at $2.35, 150 F at $2.30, 200 barrels H at 
$2.60 and about 500 barrels W. W. at 


$4.54@4.55. The close was steady, but 
quiet and unchanged. 

TAR AND PITCH.—There was no 
snap to the demand and trading 
throughout the week was principally 
confined to small jobbing lots. Sales 
of tar were moderate at $2.35 up for 


regular and $4.35 up for oil barrels. The 
spot supply is not large and most 
holders were not disposed to 
prices. Pitch moved slowly and only 
small sales were recorded at steady 
prices ranging from $1.80 to $1.85. To- 
ward the close inquiries were better and 


some orders were booked at above 
prices.

Drawback on Wool Grease. 
Washington, March 13, 1903. 


The Treasury Department has pre- 
pared a series of regulations for the 
allowance of drawback on duty paid 
on imported wool grease used in the 
manufacture of a preparation known 
as Lano-kalo for export. 


These regulations, which have been 
issued upon the application of the 
Swann & Finch Co., of New York, 


are as follows:— 

“On the exportation of Lano-kalo, in 
the manufacture of which no other than 
imported wool grease has been used, a 
drawback will be allowed equal in 
amount to the duty paid on the imported 
material so used, less the legal deduction 
of 1 per cent. 

“The preliminary entry must show the 
marks and numbers of the different ship- 
ping packages, together with the gross, 


tare and net weight of each package, 
separately and in the aggregate. The 
drawback entry must show the total 


amount of Lano-kalo exported and the 
quantity of wool grease consumed in the 
manufacture of the same. The _ said 
entry must further show, in addition to 
the usual averments, that the exported 
merchandise was manufactured of ma- 
terials and in the manner set: forth in 
the manufacturer’s sworn statement. 
“In liquidation, the quantity of wool 
grease in condition as imported which 
may be taken as the basis for allowance 
of drawback entry, but in no case shall 
it exceed 33.33 per cent. of the net weight 
of Lano-kalo exported, officially verified, 
prior to Jan. 16, 1900, and 37.875 per cent. 
on exportations made subsequent to said 
Jan. 16, 1903., Samples may be taken, or 
sworn samples furnished, together with 
a sworn abstract from the special manu- 
facturing records, as ordered by the ccl- 
lector for required determination.”’

Bills Passed and Rejected. 
Washington, March 13, 1903. 


The record made by the last session 
of the Fifty-seventh Congress, which 
has just terminated, is notable rather 
yor the failure to pass important meas- 
ures than for the results actually ac- 
complished. This is especially true con- 
cerning the long list of projects of in- 
terest to the Reporter’s readers, which 
have been pending throughout the en- 
tire Congress, but some compensation 
is tound in the fact that a number of 
obnoxious measures were smothered 
along with those of a highly desirable 
character. 

THE LOVERING DRAWBACK BILL. 

The adpournment of Congress with- 
out action on the Lovering Drawback 
Bill was a great disappointment to the 
friends of that measure, but it cannot 
be said they are discouraged. On the 
other hand, they feel decidedly hopeful 
that the measure will be passed next 
winter in view of the lively interest 
which was finally aroused in the gen- 
eral subject of liberalizing the draw- 
back laws among members of the 
Ways and Means Committee. The 
younger element in this committee, 
which will have much more influence 
in the next House, has taken up the 
subject with a considerable display of 
of energy and a very thorough investi- 
gation of the whole question early in 
the next session is promised. 

CHBAPER ALCOHOL 

The failure of the Ways and Means 
Committee to make a favorable report 
upon the Joy bill reducing the tax on 
alcohol to 70 cents per gallon was not 
a surprise to those who were familiar 
with the situation. The committee was 


practically pledged at the beginning of 
the last session not to report any rev- 
enue legislation, the intention being to 
carry the whole question over until the 
Fifty-eighth Congress. The demand 
for cheaper alcohol, however, has been 
general and the work done in its be- 
half so effective that it is safe to say 
that four-fifths of the members of the 
next House of Representatives now 
stand committed in writing to a re- 
duced tax, a majority favoring the 70- 
cent rate. Hand in hand with the ef- 
fort to secure a lower tax on distilled 
spirits will go a movement for free 
alcohol in the arts, and it can be stated 


.positivelcy that the outlook for success 


is better than at any time since these 
important questions were first broached 
in Congress. As heretofore stated, the 
Ways and Means Committee to-day 
stands ready to permit the use of do- 
mestic alcohol free of internal revenue 
tax for the export trade as an inde- 
pendent measure, and it is believed 
that this concession will be much 
broadened in scope during the coming 
Congress. 
THE COTTON CENSUS BILL 

The failure of the Burleson Cotton 
Census Bill in the last days of the ses- 
sion just closed was due to a peculiar 
parliamentary situation in the House. 
A filibuster having been inaugurated 
over a contested election case, it be- 
came physically impossible to transact 
business at a rate sufficiently rapid to 
bring up the Burleson bill for considera- 
tion. Much more than a majority was 
pledged to its support and its passage 
by the Senate would have been accom- 
plished, it is believed, with very little 
effort. The favorable report made upon 
this important bill by the Ways and 
Means Committee will be of material 
assistance in securing its passage in 
the next Congress. | 
THE FRENCH RECIPROCITY TREATY. 

The failure of the French treaty was 
foreshadowed early in the session. It 
was beaten by the representatives in 
the Senate of two or three industries 
of secondary importance, thus exempli- 
fying the fact that in matters of legis- 
lation the prominence and influence of 
the representative rather than of the 
industry are to be chiefly considered. 
As heretofore stated, however, this 
treaty will not expire until next Sep- 
tember and Chairman Cullom of the 
Foreign Relations Committee has al- 
ready given notice that he will urge 
it upon the attention of the Senate at 
the current special session after the 
Cuban reciprocity convention has been 
disposed of. 

THE METRIC SYSTEM. 

The metric system bill is another 
measure which has attracted a great 
deal of attention, but which was not 
brought to a vote during the session 
just closed. The friends of this bill 
withdrew it when it became apparent 
that sufficient opposition existed to 
cause a great deal of friction in its 
enforcement should it become a law. 
The investigation of the subject made 
during the last Congress resulted in 
the collection of a large amount of 
valuable data, and the printed hear- 
ings and report of the House Commit- 
tee constitute a very important addi- 
tion to the literature of the system. 
The plan of the advocates of the meas- 
ure will be to introduce it simultane- 
ously in both Houses next December 
and to endeavor to secure favorable 
reports by both committees during the 
long session. The bill passing either 
House can then be substituted in the 
other and much time saved. 

THE PURE FOOD BILL. 

The defeat of the inquisitorial pure 
food bill will be cause for congratu- 
lation, although manufacturers of 
drugs and foods throughout the coun- 
try would be glad to see a rational 
federal law placed on the _ statute 
books. The chief objection to this bill 
was the fact that it placed in the 
hands of a few subordinates of the 
Secretary of Agriculture the business 
reputation of every manufacturer ship- 
ping goods from one State to another. 
Assuming such officials to be at all 
times thoroughly competent and per- 
fectly honest, the danger under such 
a bill as the Hepburn-McCumber prop- 
osition would be reduced to a min- 
imum, but under conditions likely to be 
met with, the risk was regarded as 
too great to be offset by the accom- 
panying advantages. It is to be hoped 
that the advocates of pure food and 
drugs will be able to bring forward 
a more desirable measure in the next 
Congress. 

ANTI-VIVISECTION BILL 

Another measure the failure of which 
is decidedly gratifying, is the so-called 
anti-vivisection bill, the passage of 
which would have greatly embarrassed 
all manufacturers conducting physiol- 
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ogical experiments incident to the pro- 
duction of serums, antitoxins, vac- 
cines, etc. Although very ingeniously 
drawn with a view to providing appar- 


ently liberal exceptions, the bill never- 
theless would have occasioned great 
annoyance had it become a law, and 
would have seriously hampered work 
in one of the most important fields of 
scientific research.

There is very little doing in 
the way of spot sales. Parties who are 
not provided with contracts are in the 
market from time to time, but are only 
buying for immediate needs. Weather 
conditions both West and Southwest 
have not been favorable for outside 
work, but clear skies would very ma- 
terially change present conditions and 
enlarge the spot demand. As it is, the 
purchasing public look for easier val- 
ues. 

LINSEED CAKE.—The cake market 
continues very dull, with few transac- 
tions during the present week. Such 
inquiries as have been received cover 
fall shipments, tending to confirm the 
belief that foreign buyers have for the 
most part covered their requirements 
for spring and summer trade. A pre- 
mium is still maintained for early sea- 
board shipment, owing to possible de- 
faults in contracts, due to slow move- 
ment of cake from the interior and to 
uncertain dates of sailings. The price 
is nominally unchanged, but not over 
$20.50 f. o. b. Chicago could be paid. 

LARD.—Cash lard improved 25c. for 
the week, nearly every day showing a 
gain. There was considerable liquida- 
tion and some short selling at the start 
but it failed to cause declines, and was 
more than offset by good buying by 
English packers and exporters. Offer- 
ings became light and most of the 
packers were more anxious to buy than 
to sell. 30th domestic and foreign 
cash demand improved as the week 
advanced, and supplies of lard at out- 
side points are as light, or lighter in 
proportion, than the very small stocks 
shown here. Hog receipts are expected 
to continue light, curtailing lard pro- 
duction. There is, however, a feeling 
that prices having advanced so sharp- 
ly, a reaction is due, and this may 
carry prices lower temporarily, but the 
relation of supply to demand continues 
unchanged and later on considerably 
higher prices are looked for. Shipments 
for the week were very light, only 12.500 
tierces, against 23,000 last year. IDx- 
ports were liberal—32,000 tierces, as 
compared with 29,000 the previous week 
and 29,000 last year. Loose lard is 
quotable at 37léc., discount on May 
figures. Leaf lard is in fair request and 
offerings moderate; quotably steady at 


$9.50. Neutral in fair demand and 
steady at $10.75@10.87% for No. 1, and 


$10.25@10.37% for No. 2. 

STEARINES.—Prime oleo‘stearine is 
practically unchanged at 10c., but some 
of the makers who have shown a will- 
ingness to sell at this figure have ad- 
vanced their views to 10%c. No. 2 is 
nominally 9@9%4c. White grease stear- 
ine is quotable at 64%@6%c., and yellow 
at 5c. Tallow stearine, 7c. Lard 
stearine, 10% @l1lc. 

OLEO OIL.—Double pressed oil, 10c.; 
extra, 9%@9%c.; No. 2, 9@9l4c.; No. 3, 
7%@9e., according to quality; oleo 
stock, 9@9%c. These prices show a dis- 
count for oleo oil under the price of 
prime steam lard, which is regarded by 
some as unreasonable, and is in favor 
of higher prices. 

TALLOW.—This market shows a lit- 
tle more activity, and several sales 
were made at the following quotations:

Copper Sulphate Bids in Greece. 


United States Consul Frank W. 
Jackson, writing from Patras, gives 
the result of the bidding to supply 1,000 
tons sulphate of copper, the announce- 
ment for which appeared in the Re- 
porter of Feb. 2, as follows:— 


The Currant Bank of Greece has made 
public its decision with regard to the 
bids for the 1,000 tons of sulphate of cop- 
per, and rejects all offers on the ground 
that the prices and terms submitted are 
not compatible with prevailing market 
conditions. The prices have not, of 
coursa, been made known, although it is. 
generAlly understood that all bids were 
tar in excess of the American bids of 
last year, and in most cases $10 to $15 per 
ton higher than what is considered an 
average retail price. Ameriean firms are 
not concerned in this matter, however, 
since the only firm that had a repre- 
sentative in the field prepared to meet 
the conditions was prevented from enter- 
ing the contest at the last moment by the 
destruction of one of its largest plants. 

it is to be regretted that other Ameri- 
ean firms should not have deemed it 
worth while to consider the proposition of 





the Currant Bank, There is no certain 
way of knowing the issue in such a 
case, but the facts seem to indicate that 


any American firm wh'ch could have met 
the conditions could also have underbidden 
European firms and secured the contract, 
and this view may be strengthened by a 
comparison of the successful American 
bid with the European ones of last year, 
in which the American was $5 per ton 
below the lowest European. The bank is 
now advertising for bids of any number 
of tons under 1,000, in the hope that it 
may procure the desired quantity at more 
acceptable figures.

Petroleum at Naples. 


British Consul Neville-Rolfe, sta- 
tioned at Naples, makes the following 
report on the finding of petroleum near 
Naples :— 

When sailing in a direct line from the 
point of Posilipo toward Sorrento, and 


about five miles before reaching the Sor- 
rento point, a strong smell of petroleum 


may be observed in calm summer 
weather. Two tracks of the smell are 
distinctly perceptible, the one at lat. 40 


deg. 41 min. 30 sec. long. 14 deg. 19 min., 
and the other at lat, 40 deg. 42 min, long. 
14 deg, 18 min. 30 sec. The first time this 
was observed (the present writer being on 
board the yacht), it was attributed to the 
possible leakage from a petroleum tank 
steamer, or to the discharge of petroleum 
from a passing ship, there being no petro- 
leum whatever on board the yacht, which 
is a sailing yawl. On the recurrence of 
the phenomenon, several months _ later, 
the party on board comprised a scientific 
gentleman, who at once came to the con- 
clusion that there must be a subaqueous 
petroleum spring at this spot or near it in 
a southerly direction. This casual dis- 
covery led to research upon the subject 
and to an inquiry into the presence of 
petroleum in other parts of this Consular 
district. The only ancient record of the 
oil in the immediate vicinity of Naples is 
that of the Bagno del Petroleo, which 
existed near the Stufe di Nerone, between 
Pozzuoli and Baia—that is to say, about 
fifteen miles from the submarine source 
mentioned above. This spring no longer 
exists, and the last mention of it was by 
Bartolo in 1679. It was much praised by 
mediaeval writers for its hygienic prop- 
erties, in cases of leprosy and cholera, 
and also for its curative effects on the 
limbs of patients, to which they assert it 
gave new vigor. 

In this district, and not many miles 
from Naples, petroleum has been found 
in workable quantities, notably at San 
Giovanni d’Incarico and at Pico, in the 
valley of the Liri, both in the province of 
Caserta. It is a fact that as recently as 
1878 600 tons, or almost all the Italian 
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petroleum, came from Pico alone. In the 
last twenty years the annual output has 
seriously decreased; indeed, it has become 
insignificant as compared with the in- 
creased production of the borings in 
Northern Italy. Petroleum has also been 
stated to occur at Tramutola, on the Gulf 
of Taranto, and asphalte is recorded on 
the east side of the Abruzzi, about twenty 
miles from Pescara (redwood). Asphalte 
has also been found in the province of 
Salerno. 

The depth of the water (8) fathoms) at 
the spot in the Bay of Naples where the 
smell was noticed is too great for the 
collection of the oil to be commercially 
practicable, but the long continued escape 
of petroleum in the immediate vicinity of 
the Apeninne limestones of the Sorrentine 
peninsula is an indication that deep bor- 
ings might be successful, and might ulti- 
mately yield as profitable a supply of 
petroleum as the borings in Northern 
Italy, near Bologna and Piacenza. These 
extend along anticlinals of the tertiary 
limestone, and, therefore, are geologically 
similar in many respects to the country 
in or near which the newly discovered 
petroleum spring occurs,

To Lease Indian Petroleum Lands. 

Washington, March 13, 1903. 

The Secretary of the Interior is 
about to carry into effect the provi- 
sions of the act of Congress approved 
July 1, 1902, for the leasing of the oil 
lands heretofore owned by the Cherokee 
Nation, which under the act referred to 
are now being allotted in severalty to 
the Indians. Up to the passage of the 
act referred to Cherokees could only 
lease their lands upon the approval of 
the National Council of the tribe, and 
very little progress was made in de- 
veloping oil flelds known to exist upon 
the reservation. Congress decided, 
however, to allot the lands to the indi- 
vidual Indians and to permit them to 
lease them for the mining of oil, as- 
pha!tum and coal, with the proviso that 
all leases should be approved by the 
Secretary of the Interior. In accord- 
ance with this law the Secretary has 
prepared a series of regulations, as fol- 
lows :— 


The following regulations are hereby 
prescribed for the purpose of carrying 
into effect the provisions of Section 72 of 
the act of Congress approved July 1, 1902 
(Public, No. 241; 42 Stat. L., 716), and rati- 
fied by a majority vote of the legal voters 
of the Cherokee Nation on Aug. 7, 1902, 
which said section is as follows:— 


Cherokee citizens may rent their allotments, 
when selected, for a term not to exceed one

The very large decrease in deliveries 
during the month of February caused

early summer months. Next to the 
large decrease in deliveries the surpris- 
ing feature of the pipe line reports was 
the decrease in production of over 
567,000 bbls.

Olive Oil in Spain. 

Spanish olive oil is probably more in 
demand this season than for years 
past. This condition arises because of 
the partial failure of the Italian crops 
and the desire of Italian exporters to 
meet the demands of their foreign 
trade by supplying the Spanish prod- 
uct, 

A small yield of olives usually fol- 
lows a large one, but a comparison 
with the unprecedented production of 
1901 in the provinces of Cordoba, Jaen, 
Seville and Malaga, which resulted in 
the pressing of 3,500,000 arrobas (14,- 
920,500 gallons) of olive oil last year, 
shows that the crop of 1902, from which 
the present oil is now being pressed, is 
not much less, being estimated at 
3,000,000 arrobas (12,789,000 gallons). 

At this writing, the olive-oil season 
is at its height, and three-fourths of 
the immense crop of last year has been 
sold. While the 1903 price differs but 
little from that of a corresponding date 
last year, the average rate this season 
shows a slight increase. Shipments 
made on Jan. 28, 1902, brought £30@£31 
($146@151) per ton of 1,058 kilograms 
(2,332.4 pounds), cost and freight at 
New York, while the steamer leaving 
Malaga for New York on a corre- 
sponding date this year carried olive 
oil which sold for from £30 10s.@£31 
15s. ($148@154.50) per ton. 

Local exporters are seeking to create 
the impression that the sales to the 
United States this year are consider- 
ably under those of the season of 1902, 
but a glance at the invoice figures of 
this consulate shows quite a contrary 
condition. From Oct. 1, 1901, to Feb. 1, 
1902, 1,625 petroleum barrels of olive oil 
were exported from Malaga to the 
United States, while from Oct. 1, 1902, 
to Feb. 1, 1903, invoices have . been 
taken out for 9,240 barrels, or more 
than five times that of last season. 

Malaga olive-oil merchants say that 


the crop of Italy was badly damaged: 


by unfavorable weather, frost in April 
last killing many blossoms. Italian 
exporters are consequently buying 
much Spanish oil, mixing it with Amer- 
ican cotton oil, and exporting this con- 
coction to the United States as rep- 
resentative of the Italian product. 

In quality, this year’s oil is not con- 
sidered to be quite as good as that of 
last year, as it contains a trifle more 
acidity. At present Malaga olive-oil 


exporters have an abundant supply in 
their cellars, but they complain that 
the sales throughout Europe are not as 
great as at the same time last year. 

Usually the sales of Russia, where 
great quantities of olive oil are used in 
religious observances, and to other 
parts of Europe are made during April 
of each year; and, while a definite fore- 
cast of the fluctuation in prices cannot 
now be made, the markets of previous 
years have always been affected later 
in the season by European demands, 
and there appears to be no reason to 
assume that opposite conditions will 
prevail this year.—Report by Consul D. 
R. Birch.

(Special Correspondence of the Reporter.) 
Suits to Recover Penal Duties on 


Imports. 
Washington, March 13, 1903. 


A very careful examination by the 
law officers of the Government of the 
decision recently handed down by the 
United States Supreme Court in the 
case of Helwig vs. the United States, a 
full abstract of which was published 
in the Reporter last week, has con- 
vinced them that the conclusions of the 
court concerning suits for the recovery 
of penal duties can be restricted to 
cases in which the importations were 
made prior to the passage of the Ding- 
ley Tariff act of July 24, 1897, and 
hence cannot be made to apply to im- 
portations in the future. The court 
held in effect that with regard te the 
suit instituted against Helwig for the 
recovery of additional duties, the case 
should have been brought in the dis- 
trict court for the reason that such 
duties were of a penal character and 
the defendant therefore entitled to 
have all doubts resolved in his favor 
as in quasi-criminal proceedings. The 
department officials are now con- 
vinced that while the conclusions of 
the Supreme Court are perfectly sound 
as applied to the Helwig case, and to 
many other pending suits which arose 
upon importations made prior to the 
enactment of the Dingley law, the de- 
cision does not affect cases which have 
arisen under the present tariff act, and 
therefore will have no bearing upon 
suits which may be undertaken here- 
after. 


In the Helwig case action was 
brought by the government for the re- 
covery of additional duties which ac- 
crued under the operation of section 
7 of the act of June 10, 1890 (the cus- 
toms administrative act), for alleged 
undervaluation of chemical wood pulp. 
The importations in question were 
made in February and March, 1895, and 
the advance over the invoice value, 
which was finally sustained by the 
Board of General Appraisers, amount- 
ed to about 27 per cent., entailing the 
assessment of additional duties 
amounting to more than $9,000. Suit 
was begun to recover these duties in 
the United States Circuit Court, but 
the defendant claimed that as they 
were in the nature of a penalty the 
action should have been begun in the 
district court. The question whch the 
court was therefore called upon to de- 
cide was whether the duties in ques- 
tion were actually penalties within the 
meaning of the law, and finding in the 
affirmative, decision was rendered in 
the defendant’s favor. 


In applying this decision to current 
cases, the department was at first dis- 
posed to hold that it must govern the 
action of the government hereafter in 
suing for the recovery of additional 
duties, for the reason that suit in the 
Helwig case was not filed in the Cir- 
cuit Court until August 24, 1898, at 
which time the present tariff act was 
in force. Closer scrutiny, however, has 
revealed the fact that the Supreme 
Court holds that the defendant in this 
case was entitled to a construction of 
the customs administrative laws as 
they existed when that importation was 
made in 1895. 


Section 7 of the act of 1890, under 
which the suit for recovery of duties 
was brought, originally provided as 
follows :— 


“And the collector within whose district 
any merchandise may be imported or en- 
tered, whether the same has been ac- 
tually purchased or procured otherwise 
than by purchase, shall cause the actual 
market value or wholesale price of such 
merchandise to be appraised, and if the 
appraised value of any article of imported 
merchandise shall exceed by more than 
ten per centum the value declared in the 
entry, there shall be levied, collected and 
paid, in addition to the duties imposed by 
law on such merchandise, a further sum 
equal to two per centum of the total ap- 
praised value for each one per centum that 
such appraised value exceeds the value 
declared in the entry, and the additional 
duties shall only apply to the particular 


article or articles in each invoice which 
are undervalued.” 

By the terms of the Dingley act, how- 
ever, section 7 was materially modified. 
It was provided that additional duties 
should be assessed for all undervalua- 
tions, thus eliminating the 10 per cent. 
margin, and the following proviso was 
added :— 

“Such additional duties shall not be con- 
strued to be penal and shall not be re- 
mitted nor payment thereof in any way 
avoided except in cases arising from a 
manifest clerical error, nor shall they be 
refunded in case of exportation of the 
merchandise or on any other account, nor 
shall they be subject to the benefit of 
drawback.” 

This change in the law, which took 
place July 24, 1897, specifically provided 
that additional duties should not be re- 
garded as penalties and the depart- 
ment therefore holds that under the 
terms of the decision of the Helwig 
case, suits for the recovery of such ad- 
ditional duties may continue to be 
brought in the circuit court and not in 
the district court, except as to such 
cases arising upon importations made 
prior to the passage of the Dingley 
act. In support of this contention the 
following paragraph from the Supreme 
Court’s decision in the Helwig case is 
quoted :— 

“But it is urged that although this part 
of the section may be of a penal charac- 
ter within the ordinary or general mean- 
ing of the words, yet as used in the va- 
rious statutes upon the subject it will be 
seen that those words are not regarded by 
Congress as imposing a penalty and 
should not be so treated by the court. 
If it clearly appear that it is the will of 
Congress that the provision shall not be 
regarded as in the nature of a penalty, 
the court must be governed by that will. 
This leads to a short examination of the 
previous legislation upon the subject.’’ 

It is pointed out that in view of the 
declaration of the court that “if it 
clearly appears that it is the will of 
Congress that the provision shall not 
be regarded as in the nature of a pen- 
alty the court must be governed by that 


will,” the specific language of the 
Dingley act amending section 7 must 


be accepted as making a clear distinc- 
tion between ‘additional’ and ‘‘penal” 
duties.

The average percentage 
of the manufacturing bark, therefore, was 5.86 
per cent., against 5.45 per cent. at the Janu- 
ary auction and 5.51 per cent. average of the 
ten auctions in 1902.

The parent society has accepted the in- 
vitation of the New York Section to hold, 
in the summer of 194, the annual meeting 
of the Society of Chemical Industry in 
New York city, under the proposed pres- 
idency of Sir William Ramsay 

A special committee has been appointed 
by the chairman of the New York Sec- 
tion to arrange the details of this visit. 

After disposing of the business of the 
society, the intention is to take our for- 
eign friends on a tour through the coun- 
try, stopping at Philadelphia, Washing- 
ton, Pittsburgh, Chicago, Buffalo (Niag- 
ara), the objective point being the St. 
Louis Exhibition, and probably Boston. 
Local committees will be formed in all 
these cities to provide for the reception 
and entertainment of the visitors, inspec- 
tion of factories, etc. 

It is expected that contributions from 
manufacturers interested in chemistry 
will help to defray the heavy expenses 
which will be caused by this visit. 

We would be pleased to obtain any sug- 
gestions from our members and their 
friends concerning any of the details of 
this important matter. Especially is it 
necessary to have the names of those 
whom it would be advantageous to ap- 
point on the local committees in the cities 
named and the names of those able and 
willing to subscribe generously, so that 
we may successfully carry out the pro- 
posed programme. Many of these may 
not be members of the Society of Chemi- 
cal Industry, and while it is not essential, 
it is very desirable to have them join. 

It is expected that some 150 of the most 
prominent men connected with the indus- 
tries of Great Britain will attend this 
meeting, which is the first in the history 
of the society to be held in the United 
States and at which it will elect an Amer- 
ican president for the ensuing year. 

Undoubtedly a more representative as- 
sociation of technologists, manufacturers 
and scientists never visited our country 
in a body. 

Let us be hospitable and reciprocate the 
fraternal spirit shown us by making the 
occasion of the visit memorable and the 
meeting a pronounced success.

erwise. Any agreement or lease of any kind 
or character violative of this section shall be 


absolutely void and not susceptible of ratifi- 


cation in any manner, and no rule of estoppel 
shall ever prevent the assertion of its invalid- 


ity. Cattle grazed upon 
shall not be liable to any tribal tax, but 
when cattle are introduced inte the Chero- 


kee Nation and grazed on lands not selected 
as allotments by citizens the Secretary of the 
Interior shall collect from the owners thereof 
a reasonable grazing tax for the benefit of 
the tribe, and section twenty-one hundred and 
seventeen of the Revised Statutes of the Unit- 
ed States shall not hereafter apply to Chero- 
kee lands. 

1. All leases to be presented for the ap- 
proval of the Secretary of the Interior 
shall be submitted to the Indian agent of 
the Union Agency for transmittal by him, 
with his recommendation, to the Secretary 
of the Interior, through the Commissioner 
of Indian Affairs. 

2. No leases will be approved for a 
freater term of years than as follows:— 

hree years for grazing purposes, ten 
years for agricultural purposes, and fif- 
teen years for mineral purposes; nor will 
any lease be approved that is executed 
prior to the date the allottee made formal 
application to the Commission to have the 
lands described in such lease allotted to 
him. All leases must be in quadruplicate, 
one part to be filed in the office of the 
Commissioner of Indian Affairs, one with 
the agent of the Union Agency, one to be 
delivered to the lessee, and one to the 
lessor. 

3. All leases must accurately describe the 
lands, specify the rents or royalties, and 
when the same are to be paid, and they 
must contain a provision to the effect that 
if the lessee shall fail to pay the rents or 
royalties, or any r thereof, when due, 
or shall fail to faithfully comply with the 
terms and conditions of the lease, such 
failure shall constitute a forfeiture of the 
lease and all improvements placed on the 
land by the lessee, and that the former 
shall be entitled to immediate possession 
of the leased lands and the improvements 
located thereon. 

Unless otherwise specifically stipulated 
in the lease, all improvements placed on 
the lands by the lessee or any one holding 
under him as a sublessee or otherwise 
shall, at the expiration of the lease, be 
and become the property of the lessor or 
his heirs, if he be dead. 

All original lessees shall be required to 
furnish a bond, executed by two or more 
sufficient sureties, each of whom must 
justify under oath to an amount equal to 
the entire rental, guaranteeing the pay- 
ment of all rents at the time and in the 
manner specified in the lease, and the 
performance of all covenants and agree- 
ments named in the indenture to be paid 
and performed by the lessee; and no lease 
covering oil, coal, asphalt, or other min- 
eral shall be sublet, transferred, or as- 
signed without the consent and approval 
of the Secretary of the Interior. 

4. All leases must be executed in the 
presence of two ——s witnesses, 
and the post-office address of each party 
in interest must be shown by the lease 
which it is sought to have approved, and 
the post-office address of each subscribing 
witness must appear on the papers. 

5. A lease of undivided inherited lands 
will be approved only in cases where all 
the heirs join in the lease. If inherited 
lands have been partitioned, evidence 
thereof must accompany the lease. 

6. In cases where the lands embraced in 
a lease were inherited from one who died 
after the allotment was made to him, such 
lease must be accompanied by a certifi- 
cate signed by two officials of the town or 
band of which such allottee was a mem- 
ber, or by two or more reliable members of 
the tribe, setting forth that the allottee to 
whom the land was originally allotted is 
dead, pe as nearly as possible the date 
of death. Such certificate shall also show 
the names and ages of the heirs (adults 
and minors) of such deceased allottee, but 
the Department reserves the right to re- 
quire, if in its judgment it shall be con- 
sidered necessary, such further and addi- 
tional evidence relative to the heirship as 
may be deemed proper. If the persons 
who certify to the death of the allottee 
are from their own knowledge unable to 
certify as to who are the heirs (with their 
names and ages) of such deceased allot- 
tee, an additional certificate made by per- 
sons of one of the two classes herein spec- 
ified, showing who are the heirs, and giv- 
ing their names and ages (adults and 
minors), must be furnished. 

7. In cases where the lands embraced in 
a lease have descended to the heirs of a 
citizen who died before receiving an allot- 
ment, such lease must be accompanied by a 
certificate signed by two officials of the town 
or band of which such citizen was a mem- 
ber, or by two or more reliable members 

‘of the tribe, setting forth the names and 
ages of the heirs (adults and minors) of 
such deceased citizen, the Department re- 
serving the right to require additional 
evidence, as provided in Section 6 thereof. 

8. If there shall have been or shall here- 
after be probate or other court proceed- 
ings establishing who are the heirs of 
such deceased allottee, or such deceased 
citizen, a certified copy of the final order, 
judgment, or decree of the court showing 
and determining such heirship must be 
furnished, but where such court proceed- 
ings have not been had, a compliance with 
the requirements of the provisions of Sec- 
tions 6 or 7 hereof, as the case may be, 
will be deemed sufficient to establish the 
heirship. 

9. Leases to which minors are parties 
grantor must be made by a guardian, and 
the lease must be accompanied by certi- 
fled copies of the orders of the proper 
court appointing the guardian and qauthor- 
izing him to make such lease. 

10. Where leases cover lands allotted to 
a deceased allottee or deceased citizen, 
the Indian agent in reporting will be 
careful to show the relationship, as shown 
by the records of the Commission to the 
Five Civilized Tribes, existing between 
such deceased allottee or deceased citizen, 
and the parties grantor to the lease,

The Japanese Customs Tariff. 
We give below a specially prepared 
abstract of the revised Japanese Cus- 
toms Tariff, published by the British 
Board of Trade. The tariff applies to 
those articles of import into the Jap- 
anese Empire the rates of customs 
duties on which are not fixed by the 
commercial treaties concluded by Japan 
with other powers. The revision is 
stated to have been made in pursuance 
of Article 3 of the Japanese Customs 
Tariff Law, which provides that:—‘“In 
regard to those articles enumerated in 
the annexed tariff in respect of which 
it found advisable to convert the ad 
valorem rates of duty into specific 
duties, the articles and their sub- 
divisions may be determined by Im- 
perial Ordinance. The specific duties 
above mentioned shall be determined 
according to the rates of duty set forth 
in the annexed tariff, taking average 
values for a period of six months or

the Revision Ordinance, but also those 
covered by the treaties referred to 
above, to which the ordinance did not 


apply.
